Crashed and Washed. 
Diamonds in the rough will. be plenty at 
Jackson Park todaye For the first time the 
exhibit of the Cape Town, Africa, diamond 
mines will bein running order, and five tons 


> of the gem-bearmg clay will be crushed and 


afterward carefully worked by the Zulus who 
have been brought from Africa as a part of 
| the show. Consul Weimer ot Cape Town es- 
timates that at least 10,000 carats of fine 
stones, valued at $1,000,000, should be 
found. A New York manufacturer has sent 
on some skilled workmen, and as the gems 
are found they will be cut an@ polished be- 


fore the people. 
The opening of the exhibit will 
accompanied by appropriate cer- 
emonies. Chief Skiff of the Mining 
Department will make a speech,Consul Weim- 
er will reply, and Sousa’s band will furnish 
music. The exhibit, which occupies a large 
section in the Mining Building, will be open 
from 10 a. m. to 4 p. m. The earth has been 
lying in great sacks within. a high inclosure, 
just east of the cold storage building, for sev- 
erdl weeks. Armed guards have patrolled it 
constantly, and the huge Zulus have lived 
within the fence since their arrival. This 
morning, one after another, the sacks will be 
picked up and fastened to a steel carriage, 
which runs on an aerial tramway from the top 
of the inclosure to the second story of the Min- 
ing Building. Here other workmen will be in 
readiness and the big, hard lumps of blue 
gem bearing clay will’ be dumped into the 
hopper of the great crushing machine. About 
the machine a wide platform has been built 
on which there is room for hundreds of peo- 
ple to stand and look down at the work. By 
the crusher the conglomerate elay is ground 
into small pieces. A stream of water is then 
turned on it, which washes away the loose 
earth and leaves only the hard globules con- 
taining the rough diamonds. The work of 
picking over and sorting these rough gems 
will be done by three giant Zulus, a man 
standing guard above them to see that no 
stones are stolen. 

It is a remarkable fact that the Zulus, who 
are largely employed in the Cape Town mines, 
and who are naturally thievish, have learned 
to be scrupulously honest as far as diamonds 
are concerned. In their traditions there is 
record of a case where a Zulu swallowed a 
handful of rough gems and was cut into slices 
by the mine owners in their determination to 
recover the missing stones. 


FOUR MEN KILLED BY A TEXAS CYCLONE. 


One of the Victims a Negro 100 Years Old 
Many Houses Destroyed. 

Hovsron, Tex., June 4.— Spanish Camp in 
Wharton County, twenty miles from the rail - 
road, was struck by a terrible cyelone Friday

Wilkin’s house was blown down and two 
of his children killed. For three miles square 
everything is wrecked. Three miles from 
town Mrs. Simmons was killed and Wash 
Jenkins, a colored man over 100 years old, 
was caught beneath the ruins 6f his cabin and 
crushed to death. All the residences and out- 
houses on the Montgomery plantation were 
blown away and several persons hurt, but 
none killed.

GUIDES FAIL TO REPORT FOR DUTY. 


They Have Scruples Against Working Sun- 
day~Rumor That They May Quit. 

Less than half the corps of Colimbian 
guides reported for duty yesterday. Nearly 
two-thirds of. the one hut#ired young men en- 
gaged in this branch of the World’s Fair serv- 
ice entertain conscientious scruples against 
working Sunday. They had rather lose: their 
day’s wages, amounting to $1, than 
tramp about the great White City drumming 
up trade and instructing visitors on the won- 
derful things collected there. At least this is 
what one of the sergeants said when asked 
why so many of them remained away from the 
grounds. “They ure at their boarding 
places, he continued, “resting from the 
labors of the last week. The boys have been 
brought up in the belief that it is wicked to 
labor the first day of the week and they won’t 
do it. 

At the principal station, located just south 
of Transportation Building, where twenty- 
five of the guides receive their orders, only 
eight put in an appearance. At the Casino 
four out of ten reported, At the station near 
the Woman's Building ten out of twenty-five 
reported, and at the Art Gallery six out of 
fifteen. 

So far as the work was concerned their ab- 
sencé had no effect, as their services were not 
in demand. The crowd of the day was mot in- 
vesting its money in guides, and the Ek posi- 
tion company saved about $60. The boys 
that were on duty found plenty of time to dis- 
cuss what they term an obnoxious order. ‘One 
ot them said that there would probably be 
some interesting developments today, He 
thought that one-half the guides would quit 


and go-home.,

DR. ELDERKIN CAUSED DEATH OF BOTH. : 
Took His Own Life After His Operation Had 


Killed Mrs. Colton at Chautauqua. 

Burrano, N. V.. June 4.~-Another account 
of the death of Mrs. Colton and suicide of Dr. 
Elderkin is given in a special from Chautau- 
qua today. It appears from this that Mrs. O. 
C. Colten, a married woman 35 years old, 
went to the office of Dr. We K. Elderkin, 
which was in the cottage of Mrs. Harwood. 
At about 6:30 p. m. Mrs. Harwood left 
the house on an errand. When she re- 
turned, at about. 8, she 
breathing from the doctor’s room. She went 
to the door and found no light and could get 
no reply to her inquiries. On going into the 
room she found the dead body of the woman 
on a lounge and the doctor unconscious in a 
chair. A telephone message was immedi- 
ately sent to Mayville for medical aid, but 
Elderkin was dead before it arrived. He 
left a written statement saying that he had per- 
formed an operation upon Mrs. Colton, which 
resulted in death from shock and heart fail- 
ure. He felt that he could not endure the 
consequences and had administered a hypo- 
dermic dose of | morphine. The husband of 
Mrs. Colton was‘absent in Garland, Pa., where 
they formerly lived. Elderkin was about 40 
years of age and has a wife and child living in 
Cleveland, O., with whom he had not been liv- 
ing for some time. Coroner Van Dusen was 
called this evening and had an autopsy per- 
formed, which proved the truth of the doc- 
tor’s statement regarditig death. 


EDWIN BOOTH’S CONDITION CRITICAL. 


His Physician Says He Is Growing Worse, 
and May Die at Any Time. 

New York, June 4.—Edwin Booth is lying 
at the Players’ club in a critical condition, 
and from what can be learned his death is 
likely to happen at any moment, 
took a turn for the worse, and when Dr. St. 
Clair Smith called on his patient at 5 o'elock 
this evening the tragedian had suffered so 
sharp a relapse that a bulletin was * as 
follows: 

In regard to Mr. Booth’s condition it may be 
stated that he has gradually grown weaker dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours and that there is 


now very little hope of even a partial recovery.

DR. ECOB T0 ABANDON THE CHURCH. 


Briggs’ Suspension Causes the Withdrawal 
of a Prominent Minister. ) 

Arsany, N. V., June 4.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. Dr. James H. Ecob, pastor of the Second 
Presbyterian Church, considered one of the 
brightest lights in the Presbyterian denomina- 
tion in the Eastern States, announced from 
his pulpit today his determination to with- 
draw from the Pres rian Church.

PROVIDED WITH STOP LISTS. 


é Supt. Tucker Ready to Prevent Anybody 


from “ Working” the Gates. 

Supt. Horace Tucker ofthe Bureau of Ad- 
missions said last night that precautions had 
been taken yesterday to effeetually prevent 
any beating of the gates,a scheme that had 
been frustrated toa great extent all during 
last week, when about 1,200 passes, includ- 
ing fifty-three photographic ones, had been 
taken up. Tuo men are now stationed at 
each pass gate’, one of whom is provid- 
ed with a “stop list” containing, in 
alphabetical order, the names of all 
losers of passes. Persons presenting 
photographic passes are checked, 
and gatemen cannot fail to discover persons 
holding a pass to which they are not justly en- 
titled. An extra man is also placed at each 
gate to warn each visitor to drop his ticket 
into the box himself. No person is allowed to 
drop in the tickets for a party, each member 
of a party being compelled to show and drop 
his own pasteboard into the ticket-box. 

“We are taking every precaution,” 
said Mr. Tucker. Mounted uards 
patrolled either side of the Midway. 
while the guard all around the 
grounds was doubled and urged to increased 
vigilance.

EFFECTED BY THE STRINGENT MARKET. 


General Condition of Some of the Leading 
Industries in the Country. 

Nuw Lonx, June 4.—[Special.|—The World 
will print tomorrow statements of the gener- 
al condition of the iron and steel, hardware, 
copper, textile fabric, drug and chemical, 
wine and spirits, and paper manufacturing in- 
dustries. In three of these great branches of 
trade manufacturers are looking forward 
to n prosperous business during 
the year. Paper manufacturers are 
reported to have enjoyed a year of 
great prosperity in 1892 and to have entered 
upon the present year with good prospects of 
The same 
is true of manufacturers of cotton and 
woolen, in which trade there has been a large 
increase of plants, both in the North and at 
the th. In drugs and chemicals. dealers 
complain that a urbance of trade condi- 
tions has prevented activity in the spring 
trade, but there is a feeling of confidence that 
a good business will be done in and during 
the summer months. 

Iron and steel men feel more keenly than 
others the effects of the stringent money mar- 
ket. The suspension of building operations 
throughout the country has curtailed their 
market for struetural iron, which has in the 
past made up in part for the decline of the steel 
rail‘ market, weather conditions have cur- 
tailed the de ds of farmers and flattened 
the market for icultural implements. Un- 
certainty as to action of employés in view 
of a scaling of wages has added to depression 
in the iron and steel market. 


The decline of building has also affected 


the hardware trade adversely, but it is thought 
that the action of trusts in stiffening prices is 
to some extent responsible for slack demand 
for articles controlled by them.

- IMPORTANT WORK TODAY. 


While the Investigations Are Maile Only 
for the Purpose of Ascertaining Whether 
Firm Furnishing Power Are Fulfilling 
Their Contracts Not the Data Se- 
cured Will Be le So Far as It 
Goes for the Committee on Awards 
Noted Expert May Be Secured, 

Chief Engineer Foster will begin this 
morning to make‘a series of boiler and en- 
gine tests to continue throughout the Exposi- 
tion. These tests will not be official; they 
are merely for the purpose of as¢ertaining 
whether the firms supplying boilers and en- 
gines for the power plant are fulfilling their 
contracts. Hach of the eight firms having 
boilers in the boiler house are under contract 
to evaporate a certain number of pounds of 
water per hour. Alog book will be kept in 
the boiler room by the bureau of tests from 
now on, showing just what these boilers are 
doing. The engines will be tested to ascer- 
tain the amoufit of power and speed devel- 
oped. Chairman Thacher of the Committee 
on Awards has not yet decided positively that 
official tests are to be made, though it is con- 
sidered practi¢ally certain that they will be. 

„1 think Mr. Thacher,” said Chief En- 
gineer Foster, will employ some well-known 
expert to conduct the tests. The bureau I 
have now organized will be in readiness to 
conduct the work under the direction of this 
expert whenever he may be selected. What- 
ever I may do in the meantime will answer 
all purposes so far as it goes, though the ex- 
pert may want to investigate some minor 
points which I shall not attempt to cover. I 
shall begin Monday morning with a corps of 
six men. under the direction of one of my 4as- 
Sistants. 

At the Centennial tests were not un 
early enough, The authorities did not awaken 
to the importance of the subject until it was 
too late to do it justice. The boiler tests 
were not begun until August, and were fin- 
ished in October. Francis- A. Walker, Chief 
of the Bureau of Awards at the Centennial, in 
his report to the Director-General! said: 

In some sections ot the exhihition the 
judges were able to apply extensive and varied 
tests, reaching results of great value; in 
others the institution of such tests would have 
protracted the adjudication for months be- 
yond the prescribed term. In several depurt- 
ments, however, though time did not permit 

ractical trials previous to the reports of the 
judges, it was thought best to take advantage 
of the gathering together of so much choice 
machinery to institute experiments em a con- 
siderable scale for the advantage of the gen- 
eral public. Experts were also employed 
and through the able codéperation of the C ief 
of the Bureau of Machinery the trials were 
brought to results which I am confident will 
be received as am important contribution to- 
science and practical knowledge in the de- 
partments to which they severally relate.“ 

Experiments at the Centennial. 

At the Centennial Exfosition, although tests 
of material and machinery were not consid- 
ered so essential in the commercial World as 
they are today, competitive and comparative 
trials were extensively made. Agrécultural 
machinery was tested at two trial elds out- 
side the Exposition grounds. Portable and 
stationary engines for deseo the agricultural 
machinery were also tested. Cements were 
tested under the direction of Gen. C. A. Gil- 
more, then perhaps the highest authority on 
limes and cements in the world.

At the Centennial Exposition 
there was almost no electrical machinery to 
test. But two dynamos were exhibited, and 
they were not entered as machines for trans- 
mission of power, but rather as scientifle curi- 
osities.

GERMAN AMBASSADOR TO WASHINGTON, 


Baron von Saurnca Jeltsch Soon to Succeed 
Dr. von Holleben. 

Wasninetoxr, June 4.— Baron von Saurnca 
Jeltsch, the first German Ambassador to the 
United States, is about 54 years of age and 
has been in. the diplomatic service about 
twenty-five years, and for the last two years 
was the Royal Prussian Minister at Stuttgart.

In the meantime Barn No. 5 in the Live- 
Stock Department has been given Prof. Put- 
nam as a warehotise for his treasures of 
science, and there he has removed the greater 

‘part of the articles- from their cases, 
placed them in trays, and arranged them 
in such order that they can be shifted to the 
great building, and properly installed expe- 
ditiously. It is thought that in one week 
after the building is turned over everything 
will be in absolute order and ready for visit- 
ors. The preparation of the grounds for the 
out-door exhibit also is far advanced and the 


at the same dime. 
The Anthropological Building was the last 
of the Exposition build 
and owes its existence to neecessity of giv- 
ing more space to_the section of education in 
the Liberal Arts Department, located in the 
Manufactures Building. To afford this space 
the Ethnological Department was removed 
from that building and 1 a building of 
its own, but at such a late day that the 
whole department is delayed and embar- 
rassed. building, however, is now nearly 
completed, and is 415 feet long by 225 feet 
wide, and has a gallery forty-eight feet wide 
on all four sides. At the south end of the 
main floor 30,000 square feet of space has 
been assigned to the hygiene and sanitation 
section and the charities and corrections \, sec- 
tion of the Liberal Arts De ent. Butthe 
remainder of the floor is oceupied by the 
archzelogical and ethnological exhibits of sev- 
eral foreign countries, of rds, and of 
individuals, as well as by collections made 
by the assistants of the department, who 
made special explorations in North, Central 

and South America under the direction of 
Prof, Putnam. 

The arrangement of these invaluble exhib- 
its, many of which are soon to be seen by the 
students and the general public for the first 
time, is admirable. the building 


bey 
found the Grecian exhibit, made by the Gov- 
ernment of Greece, but supplemented by col- 
lections from the Chicago Art Museum. This 
exhibit is made the central group in the hall. 

On the en of the Grecian exhibit is the 
Spanish exhibit, furnished by the Govern- 
ment of Spain and contain many interest- 
ing groups brought directly from Madrid 
Exposition. To the right of this are several 
groups of ojects from the museums of Vienna 
and Berlin, and also the Russian exhibit. 
Passing northward along the West side of the 
building are small exhibits from Asia and 
Africa, anda . 7 
from New South Wales. 

After these come the several lots of ob- 
jects from the Pacific Islands, which lead to 
the special collections made by e depart- 
ment illustrating the ethnal of the north- 
western coast of America, such as Vancouver 
and the Queen Charlotte Islands. Of particu- 
lar interest here is the complete model of the 
Village of Skidegate, wi 
and totem poles, yt the main aisle, 
the next divisionis that of the Indians of 
North America, which contains several collec- 
tions illustrating the habits and customs of 
the Indians. Next to this are the archzo- 
‘logical and ethnological’ collections of the 
‘Canadian exhibit. 

Southward along the eastern sidewf the 
building are the State collections of New 
York, Ohio, Missouri, Colorado, and Utah, 
and a number of exhibits from the Ohio and 
Delaware Valleys, collected by the depart- 
ment. the large and important 
exhibits from Mexico the several re- 
publics of Central America, which contain 
some of the most interestimg objects in the 
building. 

The collection of singular sculptures and 
strange tablets of hieroglyphs here exhibited 


material has been broug ether which 
gives American students a long-wished-for op- 
portunity for a comparative” study of this 
remarkable phase of early 
life. South of these are the exhibits 
from South America, including the collections 
secured by the extensive exp orations of the 
department in Ecuador, Chile, Peru, and 
Bolivia, illustrating the arts customs of 
the ancient people of those countries, and the 
customs and arts of many of the present tribes 
in the interior. There are also large and 
interesting ethnological exhibits sent by the 
Governments of British Guiana, Paraguay, 
Brazil, and the “Argentine Republic, illus- 
trating the native people of these countries. 
These exh'bits are followed by a series of cases 
stretching entirely across the building, and 
containing the special exhibit of the section 
devoted to the folk-lore, religions, and games 


of all countries. 

Ascending to the gallery the visitor will find 
the offices of the department in the north- 
western corner, and a work room and a com- 
mittee room on the eastern side. Between 
these rooms, and occupying the whole north- 
ern gallery, are the series of alcoves forming 
the anthropological laboratories. In these is a 
large collection of instruments and apparatus, 
received from the ‘most important anthro- 
pological laboratories of the universities of 
this country and from several in Europe,with 
an extensive series of apparatus from the 
principal makers in Europe, made -especiall 
for this exhibit. In these laboratories, whic 
are divided into Physical Anthropology, 
Neurology, and Psycholdgy, is shown the 
practical working of the apparatus. Any vis- 
itor, by paying a small fee, can have various 
tests applied, and can be measured and re- 
corded on cards, and havea copy of the rec- 
ord made on the charts and tables hanging on 
the walls of the laboratory to illustrate the 
various subjects. 6 

Here, too, is a series of skulls, skeletons, 
and models showing the physical character- 
istics of the various races and varieties of 
men. An interesting series of charts in the 
Physical Anthropooglical section is that illus- 
trating the development of over 60,000 
school children in various cities of North 
America. Another series of diagrams 
and maps shows the physical characteristics of 
the Indians of North America asderived from 
measurements and observations upon 17,000 
Indians, recorded by seventy-five special as- 
sistants of the department, who spent nearly 
two years in the work. 

On the western —— are several historical 
collections of the deepest interest. The larg- 
est of these is the exhibit from Ohio, illustrat- 
ing the pioneer home. Close is an exhibit 
of postage stamps and coins. Extending the 
whole length of the southern gallery is the 
exhibit of the Ward’s Natural Science Estab- 
lishment of Rochester, N. X. s is a perfect 
museum of natural history, and in it one sees all 
forms of animal life, from the sponge to man, 
admirably classified and atrarnged. In the 
eastern gallery are thé natural history exhibits 
of New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Colorado, 
and Missouri. The exhibit of the Agassiz As- 
sociation also is in this 13. b 

But the attractions Prof. Putnam's de- 
partment are not confined to the department 
building. There is also an outdoor exhibit 
which may prove the greater attraction of the 
two. The first section of it consists of the 
fac-simile reproduction of the ruins of Yuca- 
tan. ‘These are, first, the Labna Portal, the 
central structure of the ruins of Labna. Then. 
there are the following. reproductions from 
the ruins of Uxmal: (1) the straight arch 
from the east facade of the so-called House 
of the Governor, (2) the famous de of the 
Serpent House, (3) west section of the north 
wing of the House of the Nuns,“ (4) central 
section of the east wing of the 65 House of the 
Nuns,“ 82 southéast corner Of the east wing 
of the House of the Nuns,” (6) two mono- 
liths and several sculpture stones.

MOODY AT TATTERSALL’S. 


Several Thousand Take Advantage of the 
Evangelist’s Presence to Attend and Be 
Interested in the Great Meeting—Opens 
with the Usual Song Services—The Rev. 
Briggs Case The Man Gréater than the 
Creed For Open Gates. 

D. L. Moody's preaching service at Tatter- 
sall’s yesterday afternoon was notwithstand- 
ing the heavy rain, a remarkable success, 
The congregation numbered 6,000 and 
evinced the greatest interest inthe exercises. 
Tattersall's is a vast oblong amphitheater, of 
ten rows of seats, and a pit in the middle, 
which measures 75 by 200 feet, At the mid - 
dle of the east side is the orchestra, with a 
slightly projecting balcony, which did service 
as a pulpit. As there were at first few chairs 
in the ring there never was a more unpromis- 
ing outlook fora preacher. The amphithea- 
ter has 5,000 seats, but one-half of them were 
behind the speaker and the rest were from 75 
to 150 feet away, with a lofty mof overhead. 

Though the hour of service was 3 o’clock, 
the congregation began to arrive at 1:30 
o’clock, and finding that there were thousands 
of chairs stored under the ampitheater car- 
ried them into the ring and completely filled 
the space with 3,000 people, seme of whom 
stood up. Then as many more people occu- 
pied the regular seats of the hall. In the rear 
of the pulpit was a trained ¢hoir of 200 
voices, under the direction of Prof. Towner.

Moody says that Tattersall ¢ontracted to 
place 2,000 chairs in the ring, Tattersall, on 
the other hand, when he found the ple 
helping themselves to chairs, wrote him a 
note saying he would hold him responsible. 
Theayoung men readily res ed to Mr.. 
Moody’s request to replace the chairs. Mr. 
Moody said privately he was pleased with the 
meeting, but could not say whether he would 
ever preach there again.

| WAR AGAINST TRUSTS: 


CONVENTION OF THOSE WHO WILL 


_ INAUGURATE THE ORUSADE. 


Ignatius Donnelly Says thé Prospects Are 
for a Large Gathering and One Which 
Will Start a Vigorous Crusade—Gov. 
Flower Would Open the New York 
Building for Sunday Services Hotel 
and Railroad People and Their Differ- 
ences on Rates. : 

Ignatius Donnelly is not a bit superstitjous. 
He is in room No. 13, on the third floor of 
the Palmer, and he has not yet expressed a 
desire to be changed. He expects to be just 
as fortunate and successful in the future as in 
the past, aud in no way does he think that 
this alleged unlucky number will affect his 
life, his health; or his prosperity. , 

The cryptogram man is here asa delegate 
from Minnesota to the anti-trust convention, 
to be held in Central Music Hall today. Gov, 
Nelson of Minnesota is to be here this morn- 
ing and will call the meeting to order at 10 
o'clock. 

“We expect,” said Mr. Donnelly, that 
the convention will be successful. We want 
to stir up a crusade against trusts of all kinds. 
Speeches will be made and all of them will be 
on the one side of the question. We will in- 
dulge in discussions and pass resolutions con- 
demning trusts, and if everythi goes off as 
we anticipate the convention will organize it- 
self into a society to battle against trusts in 
whatever shape they may exist. We want the 
States to urge the legislative bodies to pass 
anti-trust laws, and we also want Congress to 
do its share in the war. This sort of 
legislation is considered the best method 
we can employ to break up the trusts and we 
hope that a strong feeling will be aroused, 
which will in time stir up the people to the 
necessity of reducing the suffering brought 
about through the infamous trust system.“ 

Mr. Donnelly did not visit the Fair yester- 
day. Heis strongly in favor of open Sun- 
days, and says that if people want to goto 
church they are allowed to do so, but that it 
is not proper that the church-goers should 
seek to compel others to go against their 
wishes. If the 22 want to visit the Fair 
instead of the churches the admirer of Bacon 
thinks that it is their privilege to do so.

THE FAIR IS READY. 

One by one the doves of peace are descend- 
ing at the World's Fair and all discordant 
elements are disappearing.

The award controversy is 
sinking out of sight rapidly, and the dissatis- 
fied nations are restoring their exhibits for 
examination. The arrests and patrol wagon 
rides of officials have ceased. The leaks of 
admigsion have been discovered and no more 
interlopers will be able to get over the fences 
or to smuggle themselves in concealed in the 
wagons of workingmen. The sources of 
authority and the duties of officials have been 
designated so that there need be no further 
friction. Everything should run smoothly 
now, and unquestionably everything will. 

The action of the various State Commis- 
sioners is in consonance with this cheerful view 
of the situation, Thirty-one of them have 
joined in a statement to the public declaring 
that the Fair is now in a perfected state; that 


the grounds are in good condition and the ex- 


hibits installed; that the conveniences for 
transportation are amply adequate; that the. 
charges of extortion which some malicio’-3 
papers continue to repeat are groundless; 
and that the educational features 
of the Fair are wonderful and /inexcelled. * 
Of course this statement was not necessary eo 


0 published in the papers of those 
States, it will go far not only towards recti- 
fying misrepresentations but towards expe- 
diting the rush of visitors who have been 
waiting for some such assurances as these be- 
fore making the journey to Chicago. All that 
remains now is for the railroads to reduce 
their rates and there will be such an attend- 
ance at Jackson Park as will be unprece- 
dented in the reeords of international exposi- 
tions. As to the little details of the Fair Mr. 
Murat Halstead, who has been a frequent 
visitor, makes some 8 suggestions. 
He says: 

First, there is room for improved instruction of 
the Columbian Guards. Second, at lower rates 
the chair service would be more in demand. The 
chairs are good, well handled, and indispensable. 
Third, there should be more simple directions on 
finger boards, for one can be lost in the Fair as 
easily as in Boston. Fourth, there should be 
more conspicuous notices to facilitate the find- 
ing of retiring places. Fifth, the watering carts 
should be more freely used, for there is no doubt 
there is much wind, and between the sun and 
gales the dust flies within an hour after the rains 
are over, and the sand, mixed with gravel, is a 
terror. When dust rattles against a hat like 
a shower of peas on u drum head it ‘soem and 
is likely to deter spectators. 

Some of these suggestions are already in 
course of carrying out and attention will un- 
doubtedly be given to the others. Mr. Hal- 
stead’s sixth suggestion — namely: there 
should be a general effort in Chicago itself to 
clean her streets, U nothing else can be 
done the picking up of the innumerable 
Boraps of paper that are scattered broadcast 
would be a good beginning ’’—does not re- 
late to the Fair. That is a municipal matter, 
and the obstacles which stand in the way of 
its solution are three -in number. First, the 
Mayor cannot enforce the laws. Second, the 
Common Council does not care for dirt. 
Third, the poliéemen do not know dirt when 
they see it. But apart from this the Fair is 
ready and Chicago is ready. As Mr. Halstead 
says: The public spirit of Chicago has 
given the Fair an impulse that makes it irre- 
sistible. It is not to be a failure physically, 
artistically, or in moral grandeur. It is to be 
the greatest object lesson of the age. Nor is 
itto be a financial failure, It is to be a suc- 
cess in every way, despite all obstacles which 
jealousy and bigotry may put in its way. 
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WAITING FOR CHEAP TRANSPORTATION. 
C. S. Gleed, Regent of the Kansas State 
University, has expressed strongly his convic- 
tion that it will be necessary to lower the rates 
of railroad transportation if the masses are to 
visit the Fair from afar and that there will be 
a big attendance if this is done. 
people in the West are waiting for the first 
signs of a reductionin rates to come upon 
Chicago in large numbers almost with the 
same rush that the Oklahoma boomers in- 
vaded that chosen land when the signal of re- 
lease was given.

UNHEALTHY INFLATION, 

The ostensible @bject of a trust is to oppress 
the public by a.monopolistic combination to 
control the market; so that higher pricey 
be obtained for the goods sold, and at the 
time prices for the raw material be 
down to the minimum by decre , 
tion among buyers. This is the u 
thrown out to those who are invited to in- 
vest’ in the properties to be manipulated by 
a named trust, But the primary object is to 
use this as a means of inflating the priceof the 
property itself previous to its being unloaded 
on the public, or such members of it as put 
their money into the concern. % 

The first step is to capitalize the property at 
three or four times its actual value im the 
market. Afterwards the excess is incréased, 
if possible, by enlarging the capital or is- 
suing bonds, or both. The stock is put @n the 
market, and so much of it sold as will pay 
for the property and the expenses attending 
the operation, lenving the residue of the stock 
asso much clear profit. “Retaining a con- 
trolling interest, which has cost them noth- 
ing, the men who engineer the scheme @alcu- 
late on making a further profit by manipulat- 
ing the market up or down, and thus milk- 
ing’’ the outsiders who have been gulled into 
paying three or four times what their share of 
the property is werth.

The formation of" 4 trust may seem to be 
a creation ot vith, a big augmentation in 
the amount’, capital and the means of doing 
business. But the eventshows this is not real. 
The infidtion is only a/temporary one, and is 
succeded by a lassitude and depression simi- 
lar to that which follows a drunk in the human 
frame. The augmentation is imaginary, not 
actual, hence it soon vanishes, mainly through 


efforts on the part of the knowing ones to get 


out before the inevitable crash comes. Men 
who have money to lend discriminate against 
this class of “ securities,” knowing they are 
not secure, and then others are forced out. 
For this reason the National Cordage com- 


- pany is now in the hands of receivers, though 


at one time last year its shares sold much 
above par. The whisky trust is in a state of 
collapse because it could not get its notes dis- 
counted at the banks, and tried to get over 
the difficulty by issuing bonds, but found 
them to be unsalable. It is open to question 
if a similar fate does not await all the other 
trusts, including the so-called British indus- 
trials in this country, even if they should not 
be summarily suppressed by the stromg arm 
of the law as enemies to the public welfare. 
But it is more than probable that the conven- 
tion to be held in this city this week will fan 
into a flame the now smoldering sparks of 
popular indignation against the trusts and 
result in their speedy extinction. 

This mythical creation of capital by trust 
organizations does not add a single cent to 
the value of property. Its certain result is 
the putting of money into the pockets of 
rogues by abstracting it from those of more 
honest men. The same may be said trhly of 
the schemes for inflating. wealth by making 
money cheap, either through the isgue of 
feebly secured paper or of depreciatied specie 
dollars. Neither of these would increase by 
one iota thé wealth of the people or add to 
their comfort in the slightest degree. On the 
contrary, the carrying out of either or both 
these schemes would cause a temporary infla- 
tion that must be followed by a collapse simi- 
lar to those in cordage and whisky; and us in 
those cases the more honest members of the 
community would suffer the most. The man 
who really desires prosperity should pray 
earnestly to be delivered from all kiuds of in- 
flation. ) 


MR. MERRITT IS ALARMED.

EASTERN CRITICISM OF THE FAIR. 

The New York Commercial Advertiser reads 
the following lesson of the day to Eastern 
people in reference to their duties towards 
the World's Fair: 

Eastern people should be reminded once more 
that the business failure of the Fair will discred- 
it the whole Nation if anybody. In the eyes of 
the world none of us can escape, and they may 
be further assured that if New York or Washing- 
ton had won the location the people of the West 
would not have shawn such feeling as is now 
shown here, where everything is being done to 
discourage and nothing to encourage attendance. 
The West can save the occasion, and, on the 
home stretch’? no doubt will, if it should prove 
necessary; but it will be to the everlasting dis- 
grace of the East if the West is left to do so 
alone. The Fair is an American offering to the 
whole world, and every citizen of the East is as 
vitally interested in giving it credit in the world's 
eye as any Chicagoan. More so, indeed, because 
Chicago has already done her chief duty in the 
premises. No American can be too ‘friendly 
toward it. 

Our esteemed New York 3 is 
correct in its assumption that the West will 
save the occasion on the home stretch if nec- 
essary, but it will mot to be necessary. Chi- 
cago having furnished the money, the energy, 
and the taste, having built up the beautiful 
White City, and having set forth what is con- 
ceded universally to be the grandest exposi- 
tion the world ever has seen, should not be 
expected to furnish the entire gate receipts 
also. Chicago alreafly has had to contend 
with a Congress which has treated it, as our 
New York contemporary says, “like a 
pawnbroker,” with the most intolerant 
bigotry, with Thacherisni and Lannanism, 
and with the unhply alliance of Wash- 
ington, New Yor™; and Utah. The business 


men of this city ha ve given their time, their 


energy. and their money to the upbuilding of 
the Fair, and if necessary they will go still 
further, and shoulder its financial burden, and 
the West will aid them in pushing it through. 
But is this a Chicago and nota national Fair, 
a Western and not a World’s Fair? If so, 
why does the government dominate it? Why 
was Thacherism allowed to endanger its suc- 
cess? Why is not the free direction of 
affairs conceded to the Chicago Direct- 
ors? Tue Tano believes, however, that 
the gloomy forebodings of its New York con- 
temporary re not warranted by the facts 
and that the Eastern people are not as indif- 
ferent as it e they are. It be- 
lieves that with the advent of more au- 
spicious weather and with the reduction of 
railroad rates, which must come sooner or 
later, the Eastern people will come here to 
see the Fair, and will do their part towards 
making it a success, If, it be not a success,

THE BANK CLEARINGS. 

A glance at the table of bank clearings in 
the principal cities of the United States last 
week furnishes the keynote to the present 
financial situation, not in regard to cause but 
to effect. As compared with the same week 
last year the clearings show a decrease of 
16.6 per cent for New York, 6.4 for Chicago. 
11.5 for Baston, 12 per cent for the whole 
country, and 5.9 per cent for all except New 
York. The total of $85,178,091 tor Chicago 
is 14 per cent larger than the aggregate for 
Boston, but it is away below the total for 
each of many weeks in .the last twelve 
months, when it rose well above the $100,- 
000,000 mark. The present time is one of 
financial stringency. Money is tight.“ 
There is just as much of it in the country as 
before, but credit lines have been reduced 
vastly by the refusal to lend at all on large 
amounts of collateral that would have been 
accepted months ago anda cutting down of 
the amounts which capitalists are willing to 
lend on the better classes of securities. 
Hence the people who have been 
floating along on a stream of indebted- 
ness find it yields to the pressure. Some 
sink and others float with dif- 
ficulty instead of being borne  buoyantly 
along on the stream as before. The gist of 
the recital is given in the single sentence 
telegraphed from New York that applica- 
tions for loans have lately been subjected to 
more than ordinary scrutiny, and much 
collateral that would formerly have been ac- 
cepted without question by the banks has 
been turned back to applicants.”’ The so- 
called industrials have been the most severely 
discriminated against, and the merchants and 
manufacturers who are known to be working 
on a perfectly sound basis occupy the other 
extreme. The latter have little difficulty in 
obtaining all the accommodation, they want. 
Hence the current of real business is not 
much affected by tle stringency, that being 
confined to a moderate depreciation in the 
selling values of the property handled. No 
failures have occurred except because of un- 
soundness or im prudence, and these are the 
exceptions to the rule among business-men, 


A NEW SPELLING REFORM. 

Mrs. Eliza B. Burns of New York, one of 
the most ardent spelling reformers of this day 
and genetation, has brought out a new meth- 
od for helping the ignorant to master the in- 
tricacies of the English language as printed 
and written. By it the pronunciation of every 
word is shown plainly, without the use of new 
letters or achange in the spelling. In her 
Step by Step Primer” the short sound of a 
vowel is always indicated by the letter being 
unmarked, this plan reducing the number of 


marked letters toa minimum. The fact that 


the vowels should be otherwise sounded is in- 
dicated by diacritical marks. When letters in 
a printed word are silent, that is, really use- 
less, they are put in hair-line type, and sho 
up faintly by comparison with the others. If 
a letter is perversely used the true sound is 
indicated by a small type placed below, and 
the pupil is expected to give ite sound in- 
stead of that of the more promi: 
nent letter. Thus the true sounds of 
letters and words are indicated with the least 


possible departure from accepted methods, .

The 
primer is designed to teach the child that let- 
ters for spoken sounds, and while it 
shou! to be admirably fitted for the

From present appear- 
ances the party which was placed in power by 
the revolution of last November dnd 
which promised to reform“ everything will 
do nothing more than to turn out Republicans

A tocat, Democratic paper says that 

It would not be patriotic, it would not display 
an honest public spirit, it would not be excusable 
in any respect or degree, it would not be decent, 
if the Republicans in either House of the General 
Assembly should obstruct the passage of a new 
apportionment bill repealing the defective act 
[which left out Riverside] and taking its place. 


This is impudence of a high order, If the 
only defect in the bill were the omission of 
Riverside or any other town it would be the 
duty of the Republicans to do all in their 
power to pass it in its corrected shape. But 
the apportionment they are asked not to re- 
sist is rotten from Chicago to Cairo. It is an 
elaborate gerrymander. Neither patriotism, 
decency, nor public spirit requires them 
to desist from efforts to defeat an immoral, 
uncon@itutional abortion which the Demo- 
crate call a legislative apportionment. It is 
not the fault of the Republicans that a decent, 
honest bill was not passed long ago. They 


offered one, but the Democrats would not 


have it, preferring to get up a dishonest one 
and pass that. Being stupid as well as vicious 
they have fallen down twice, once after their 
bill had passed the Senate and next after it 
had passed both Houses and been signed by a 
Governor whose duty it is to examine bills 
closely before attaching his name to them. If 
the Democrats.will get up a fair bill the Re- 


publicans will vote for it, but they will not 


give their approval to Democratic monstrosi- 
ties, and an appeal for them not to obstruct 
the Democrats in their lawless work is as 
impudent as if Satan were to callon Michael 
and the other archangels not to interfere with 
him in his satanic work. 


Ir may be that the circular issued recently 
by the Tory caucus to the Tory electioneering 
agents is more significant than at first appears 
and that some connection may be traced be- 
tween the issuance and the rumors about 
Queen Victoria’s abdication, referred to in 
Mr. Harold Frederic’s recently cabled let- 
ter. There are no signs that the Liberal 
leaders have any intention to appeal to the 
country before 1895 or 1896, or that the 
Tories will be able to force the Liberals intoa 
dissolution of Parliament. The Liberals have 
been able to maintain their normal majority 
in every division of the present session. The 
only event that ceuld lead to a dissolution 
would be the abdication of the sovereign or 
her death. It is true that the registration bill 
introduced by Mr. Fowler in the early part of 
the session has little chance to become law, 
although it has passed a second reading in the 
Commons. The committee stage cannot be 
taken until the home rule billis disposed of, 
and the Tories seem resolved to waste the ses- 
sion on that, but the Liberals may hold an 


autumn session to deal with the question. The 


Fowler bill is not satisfactory to the Liberals. 
They want a more radical measure, but they 
will not again appeal to the country until some 
such measure is adopted if they can help them- 
selves. The Queen of course could help the 
Tories to a dissolution by abdicating, but she 
will hardly please them or Albert Edward to 
that extent. The Tories probably only are 
guessing.

These figures show for 1890 an en eo 
ten years of 106 percent in capital invested, 
55 per cent in amount of wages paid, 65 per 
cent in the value of product, and 166 per cent 
in the quantity of product. They show a de- 
crease of 37 per cent in the average selling 
value per ton of the product, .due to cheapen- 
ing of production, but an increase of fully 40 
per cent in the per capita of wages paid to 
labor in those industries. In making a com- 
parison with the statistics for 1870 the money 
figures for that year should be diminished by 


about one-fifth, because of the fact that they 


were reckoned in a currency which was at a 
great discount from par with gold. 


Ax exchange says: We expect to hear 
from Indiana a loud demand for a larger 
amount of currency per capita. The reason 
assigned for this expectation is that some un- 


. fortunate or unprincipled residents of Chica- 


go have recently created d stringency in the 
money market of that State. But why limit 
the remark to Indiana? The nearly fifty 
banks embraced in the Dwiggins financial 
system, fully half of which have closed their 
doors, were scattered over Michigan, Illinois, 
and Wisconsin as well as Indiana. To the 
stockholders of these banks and the depositors 
in them money must be terribly scarce just 
now, and doubtless lots of them would hail 
with joy any good plan for their relief from 
the stringency. But acattering money broad- 
cast over the country would not help them. 


To the extent that such anact made dollars 


cheaper it might help the steckholders some, 
but that would be at a corresponding disad- 
vantage to the depositors, and the latter class 
is much the poorer of the two. The fact is 
the operation of the loose banking methods, 
which were the rule with the Dwiggins system,

PETROLEUM FOR STEAMSHIP FUEL. 


Results of the First Trausatiantic Trial 
Considered to Augur Complete Success, 
Philadelphia Press; The new steel tank 

steamship James Brand, Capt. Harding, the 

first vessel ever to cross the Atlanticdriven by 
steam generated by petroleum instead of coal, 
arrived here yesterday from Dartinouth after 

a passage of sixteen days, While the results 

obtained were not altogether favorable, they 

were sufficient to Gonvinee the engineers and 

officers of this vessel that in the course of a 

short time petroleum fuel for steamships will 

be much used. 

For the first three days the steam was made 
through the burning of the petroleum, and 
the undertaking work ke most successfully un- 
til the new machinery became somewhat de- 
ranged. After this coal was used as fuel dur- 
ing the balance of the voyage. No difficulties 
were met with that cannot be overcome, and 
immediately on its return to England it will 
be taken to the shipyards again to undergo 
some slight alterations. 

The new ship is owned by A. Stuart of Lon- 
don, who isalso the ma owner of a 
large e number of the tank steamships e * 

e bulk oil trade out of this rt. In the 
event of the petroleum fuel proving a success 
after further trial he will introduce the same 
system on board all of his vessels. The Brand 
is the object of much interest here at present, 
and has alréady been visited by a number of 
marine engineers.

Sr NIL, III., June 4:—[Special. Ene

It was not until the fall of 1891 that there 
was any suspicion that Newby was alive. At 
a reunion at Carmi in that year Maj. Smith of 
the Fortieth was accosted by an old man who 
said he served in Smith’s regiment and that 
his name was William Newby. That night 
Maj. Smith told the sons of William Newby of 
meeting the man who claimed to be their 
futher, and gave it as hisopinion that the man 
was really what he pretendedito be. The sons 
went at once to the poorhouse where the man 
had said he was living but be had not re- 
turned. They then set out in search for him, 
and finally found him in Indiana, Of course 
they did not know him, but they determined 
to take him back to the homestead and see if he 
was indeed their father. It almost took force 


to get him to return, but when he once 


reached the old home he apparently recog- 
nized the house and many of the surroun 
ings. Mrs. Newby did not at first recognize 
him, but in a short time he narrated incidents 
which were known — to her and her hus- 
band, and these and other cirgumstances con- 
vinced her that the man was al that he pre- 
tended to be.

SHE IS A MOST DEMOORATIO WOMAN 
AND A HAPPY ONE AS WELL. 


Chicage Can Profit by the Mistakes of New 
York—Ward McAllister Talks of the In- 
tanta and Expresses His Opinion=Com- 
mander Davis Also Has a Word to Say 
He Guards His Charge Closely and 
Will Allow Her to Accept No Private 
Invitations, 

New York, June 4.— [Special.] — The people 
of Chicago should feel greatly pleased at 
having the privilege to act as hosts to the 


Infanta Eulalia, aunt of the King of Spain 


and , official representative of that country at 
the World’s Fair. Aside from the attention 
which the Infanta would naturally have re- 
ceived as a person of royal birth, she is a 
most charming young woman, and one who 
has thus far woh the heart of everybody. 


‘with whom she has been even distantly as- 


sociated. Her reception in New York and 
Washington has been of the most cordial 
nature and there is every reason to believe 
that she is as fond of the American people 
they are of her. 

Both the Infanta and her husband, the 
Infante Antoine, are representatives of that 
wise class of royal persons who recognize the 
fact that they must either render themselves, 
on occasion, amenable to republican institu- 
tions or suffer greatly in the estimation of 
the people of a democratic nation. 

It would be difficult to imagine any one 
more thoroughly democratic than the Infanta. 
Though in a position to assume a great deal 
of dignity and demand an obsequiousness on 
the part of her entertainers to which we Amer- 
icans are unaccustomed she has on many differ- 
ent occasions expressed a dislike for anything 
savoring of humility. It must be confessed 
that New York was greatly wrought up as to 
just what sort of treatment should be accorded 
her. We suffered from lack of precedents. 
True, many of us were here when the Prince 
of Wales honored us with a visit, but since 
that time democratic ideas have made a won- 
derful stride forward, and, besides, the In- 
fanta isa woman, Masculine royalty is much 
more easily entertained than feminine. 

As the time approached for the arrival of 
the Infanta from Washington, New York be- 
came more completely muddied as to what to 
do withher after she got here. Eminent 
society women stepped forward and offered 
to do the honors, but the rule laid down by 
the State Department that the Infanta was 
not to be entertained by private persons dur- 
ing her official visit prevented acceptance 
of numerous invitations, and at the same time 
aroused many jealousies and heartburnings. 
Ward McAllister was consulted finally, and 
his sage advice was, in large measure, adopt- 
ed. But the dea ex machina,” one who 
really solved the whole difficulty, was the 
Infanta herself.

touched by bleaching salt water, will form

Charles Winchester Compton, member of the 
Board of Lady Managers from New Jersey. 
No provision had been made for this display 
of wage-earning women’s industries and there 
was no room in either the Woman’s Building 
or Fisheries Building for its proper exhibi- 
tion. Mrs. Palmer offered immediately to 
give up the four walls of her office, saying at 
the same time that she preferred the useful 
and practical above the ornamental and that 
the nets signified more to her than all the 
china and lace work that would be shown in 
the Exposition. Mrs. Candace Wheeler, Su- 

rintendent of Decoration in the Woman’s 
Building, appointed her assistant, Mrs. Ida 
Turner of Texas, to arrange the decoration of 
ceiling and side walls. The quantity of drap- 
ery required for a room the size of Mrs. 
Palmer's office was supplemented by 
a loan of brown an white net- 
ting from the Fisheries Commission. 
The pictures which are to be used in connec- 
tion withthe nets arethe work of Gerard 
Hardenberg, who lives in the rushes and gives 
up his life to work of this class. 

Massachusetts, Rhode Island, North Caro- 
lina, and Texas are all the States so far that 
have assisted in the loan of articles of this 
class. There is some scale work, basket work, 
and articles from the hands of women taxider- 
mists included in the lot.

RELIC OF COLONIAL DAYS. 


Mantel Beneath Which Brave Men Planned 
Deeds of Daring. 
Among the vast and varied collections of 


historical relics to be seen within the confines | 


of Jackson Park is an old marble mantel 
from Rhode Island that did service away back 
in the early days. It occupies the central 
room of thé State building, and if only pos- 
sessed of the power of articulation could un- 
foid many stories of heroism and deeds .of 
daring. It is said. that circled around the fire- 
place over which this mantel rested 
a little band of brave men plotted 
and planned the night of June 9, 1772, to 
capture the Gaspee, an armed British schoon- 
er then anchored in Narragansett Bay osten- 
sibly forthe purpose of suppressing smug- 
gling, but actually engaged in piracy. 

Its crew had rded the colony’s vessels 
and taken from them, without pay, whatever 
in the shape of stores the sailors could lay 
their ha on. They had even compelled a. 
citigen of the colony to serve in the King’s 
navy without giving him a chance to bid hi 

ily farewell. This was more than the 
colonists could stand. That day one of their 
number resolved to put an endtoit. He 
sailed up through the west passage in full 
view of the Gaspee. It gave chase to 
his little sloop, but got stranded 
on a sand bar thus failed 
to catch him. He landed safely 
in the little village, and that night organized 
to give the enemy battle. In the house of 
one of the wealthiest citizens where this hand- 
some old mantel was an evidence of luxury 
gathered the anxious, determined men of the 
village. Before daylight next morning eight 
long boats, filled with fighters, swept out 
into the bay and bore down on the Gaspee. 
They were joined en route by another from 
Bristol under command of Cat. Simeon Pot- 
ter. As they approached the Gaspee 
a volley of musketry greeted 
them. But they sailed on and soon 
captured the stranded vesse'. The combat was 
short and decisive. The English commander 
was wounded, the Gaspee was set on fire and 
burned to the water’s edge. The crew was 
taken ashore and left to tind their way to 
Newport as best they could. The British 
Government offered a reward of £1,000 for 
information that would lead to the conviction 
of those engaged in the affair, but never got 
it. Itis claimed that the wounding of the 
commander of the Gaspee was the tirst Brit- 
ish blood shed in the contest that resulted in 
the Declaration of Independence, .
